Aree classes meet at the PHM Digital 
Video Theater (DVT)/Air & Space Museum at 
Bittersweet Elementary School, which is located 
across the main parking lot, directly north of Penn 
High School. Mrs. O'Malley, the current Director 
of the DVT, having taken over for Mr. Klinger who 
retired in 2015, is also the Astronomy teacher. The 
class meets during Gold and Black block four. 

The year starts out with learning about the Solar 
Astronomy, which includes the study of: the 
celestial sphere and constellation recognition; 
measurement of: time, direction and distance; 
Earth motions and seasons; astronomical 
instruments; ancient astronomers; and, the Earth 
as a planet. Moon: origin, structure, phases, tides, 
and eclipses. The contents of the Solar System 
namely: the planets, comets, asteroids, and 
meteoroids, as well as calculating planetary 


Astronomy 


positions and motions. 

Stellar Astronomy, which is taught in the second 
semester, includes the study of: the physical 
properties of stars, spectroscopy, 


electromagnetic spectrum, elementary chemistry 


and physics. This class also covers: lives and 
deaths of stars, as well as pulsars, quasars, and 
black holes. In addition: galaxies, the cosmic time 
scale, time travel, and life in the universe and. 

History of Manned & Unmanned Space Flight. 


This begins during the first week in May and 
includes a comprehensive study of the: history of 
space exploration, astronomical, economical and 
educational value and future of both programs. 
This utilizes the Air and Space Museum located in 
the confines of the PHM DVT. 

Evening public shows are offered throughout the 
school year covering a wide range of topics. 
Examples include: The Night Sky, The Universe, 
D-Day: Normandy, Dynamic Earth, Dawn of the 
Space Age, Big Birds's, One World, One Sky to 
name a few of the 40 different shows! In addition, 
professional Laser Rock 'n Roll shows and several 
Holiday shows are offered. In December the DVT 
is even decked out in a Winter Wonderland theme. 
The PHM DVT offers the same professional shows 
that can be seen in cities like Chicago and New 
York.

A House is a Gianz Puzzle 


Aaiaing Trades is an awesome Class 
offered at Penn in which students get to 
spend their time building a house every 
day for the first 2 blocks. This Building 
Trades organization started in 1969 when 
an administrator and a couple of 
community partners started the idea o 
educating students in the construction 
business. The construction business 
needed young workers coming out of high 
school who had experience in the field of 
construction, so they started a class that 
offers students just that. In 1969 they 
worked out the details with the schoo 
board and for the first year from 
1970-1971 they built their first house. 
This year is the 48th house they have built. 
The process of building a house is very 
complicated and takes a long duration of

time. The class starts with simply a hole in 
the ground, and building up from there. The 
class first starts with framing, putting down 
the layout of the house. Next are the 
mechanics, such as plumbing, heating, 


electrical, insulation, etc. Then the class does 
the finish which includes paint, trim, and 
doors. Many of the people in the class enjoy 
escaping the traditional classroom setting 


and working outside of the books. The guys 
in the class love working with their hands 
and are looking for something fulfilling to 
be a part of. Construction is a great job to 
go into and offers both a great income along 
with great satisfaction. The majority of the 
work done onthe house is done by the class, 
sometimes contractors will come in to help 
them with their project, but the guys are 
always involved in every process in making 
the house in one way or another. Building 
trades is more than just a class, it's a family.

In their first 
match, Penn defeated an exceptional Greenwich 
team 33-12. In their next game, Penn faced the 
two-time defending national champion: Gonzaga.

With just under 10 minutes remaining, the game 
was tied 5-5. However, with about 3 minutes left, 
Gonzaga punched it over the try line and won the 
game 12-5. Although it wasn't the result that Penn 
hoped for, they still had the opportunity to take 
3rd place in the single-school bracket in a game 
against Herriman. Behind Will Vakalahi's three 
trys, the boys were able to dominate Herriman 
from start to finish and win 43-15. After the game, 
head coach Bart Bottorff claimed that it was the 
most impressive game of Rugby he had ever seen 
in his 20 plus years at Penn. The following week, 
Penn faced Carroll in semi-state and won 44-10, 
setting up a rematch against Indianapolis 
Cathedral for the state championship. In the 
championship, Penn jumped out to an early 5-0 
lead due to a terrific offload from Lucas Robinson 
to Paul Moala. However, Cathedral was able to take 
a 19-10 lead heading into hafltime. Late in the 
second half, Penn brought the score to 19-15, but 
it was too late as Cathedral was able to hold on 
and win state for the second year in a row.
